-° DIRECT TRADE UNDER THE NEW TARIFY. 


Many of our readers will recollect what a howl 
was raised in Victoria upon the promulgation 


how it was sought for political purposes to vamp 


period residing in Victoria, the great ostensible 
grievance being the assumed increased price of 
living at the mines, caused by the new Tariff. We 
endeavored at the time, but. of course in vain, 
to eonvince the miners that they were being 
grossly imposed upon by designing men, who 
merely sought to.use them for their own selfish 
purposes—that with direct importations, which 
the new Tariff contemplated and was ‘partly de- 
signed to bring about, the rate of duties would 
fall more lightly upon the necessaries of life un- 
der the new Tariff than under the old ; that the 
difference in paying duty upon the value of the 


merly, upon their value here, would be more 

than a set off for the increased rate of duty im- 

posed by the new Tariff, But the miners were 

in no-mood at that time to. listen to argument, 

It suited the purpose of Victoria political dema- 

gogues to deceive them, and.it suited their own 

purpose or perhaps their humor to be deceived. 

Meetings were held, at which the most absurd 

and intemperate harangues were delivered, threat. 

ening resolutions were passed, and petitions were 
promalgated which might fitly be characterized 

as a concatenation of misrepresentation, to one 

of which Governor Seymonr, in adit of good hu- 
mor,-deigned to’ reply—a reply worthy to. be 
preserved in the archives of the country. Three 

months have elapsed. Tlie miners have repaired to 

their claims on Williams Creek. What lesson 

bas three months experience and reflection taught 

them ? Have their professed fears, as to the 

terrible consequences of the new Tariff, been re- 

alized in the greatly angmented price of living in 

Cariboo ?, A comparison of the price of flour, 

the great regulator of the market, on Williams 

Creek last year and this year, will be the best 

reply. We find that at this time last year flour 

ranged at from 45 to 50c. per pound, whereas 

now it is from 25 to 30c.!! Of course all other 

articles are cheaper in about an equal ratio. 

Thus we find. that, notwithstanding the new 

Tariff which was so freely anathematised in Vic- 

torie, and which was going to depopulate the 

gold fields of British Columbia, and, notwith- 

: standing the unusually high prices in those mar- 
‘ ’ kets from which we chiefly draw our supplies, 
the price of living in Cariboo this year is very 
little more than one-half of what it was last year. 
It would be manifestly unfair to give the new 
tariff all the credit of the redaction. inasmuch as 
it is undoubtedly attributable in part to the 
greatly improved facilities for reaching the 
mines and to increased competition in forward- 
ing and merchandising. Bat what hes become 
of the new Tariff grievance—the famine prices 
which were to. drive away the miners this year? 
When replying to the notorious Victoris petition, 
His Excellency said of the new tariff: ‘ Let us 
give it a fair trial, and before the next session 
I shall be prépared to receive, I hope personally 
on Williams Creek, with every respect, your 
more experienced opinion.” When His Excel- 
lency visits Cariboo, which itis his intention ‘to 
do shortly, those miners who allowed their names 
P to be associated with the Victoria petition will 
nt feel in honor bound to acknowledge that they 
were mistaken or deceived. The case of the 
mt Crosby, which. arrived last week direct, from 
Portland with a cargo of flour, &c., affords an 
eminently practical illastration of the advantages 
‘of direct trade, A lot of five hundred barrels,of 
flour paid duty at the rate of $1.57 per barrel, 
instead of $2.25, the rate to which it would have 
been subject if imported from Victoria, making 
a difference of 68 cents per barrel, equal-to three 
hundred and farty dollars upon the lot of 500 bbls. 
amt | : as in favor of direct trade, a difference which 
at constitates of itself a very respectable profit for 
} ‘the dealer. And this calculation, be it remem- 
bered, is confined to the single item of duty, 
leaving the additional freight, wharfage, storage, 
drayage, commission, &c., consequeut upon pas- 
sing through Victoria hands, altogether untouch- 
ed. ‘The saving to the colony resulting from di- 
rect trade will be something enormous ; and 
that the new tariff is calculated to bring about 


so desirable a commercial change is beginuing to 
be felt.

with hoétile design will, iftaken in arms, be 
hanged or shot without loss of time and without 
mercy. The United States, whose good faith 
| with France shuuld lead them to prevent, and 
they are expected to.do all in their power to pre- 
vent, their subjects from injuring her protege. 
|The Washington Cabinet has no desire at this 
time to be on bad terms with this country, and 
will, no doubt, act prudently in this affair. The 
language and tone of France is what may be 
called decidedly energetic. It may not be liter- 
ally correct, as I mentioned, butit is substantial- 
ly so. Emperor Napoleow arrived at Toulon on 
the 5th June, Before reaching Algeria he issa- 
ed a proclamation to the French army of Ameri- 
ca, thanking them for their labors and extolling 
them for their suldierly conduet. The resignation 
by Prince Napoleon of Vice-Presidency of Coancil 
and Presidency,of the Executive Commission is 
accepted.

‘Ap act has just become law which 
levies on every invoice of potatoes $5 ; on every 
invoice of cabbages, carrots &c., $2.50 ; on every 
head of cattle, $4 ; calves, 50c. ; horses, $5 ; 
colts, $1 ; sheep or lambs, $1 ; pigs, $1.50 ; 
carcasses of pork, $2; of beef, $5; of matton, 
$2. It will be observed that there is a decided 
partiality displayed for live ‘“‘ porkers” and sheep. 
We cannot congratulate our friends across the 
gulf upon the discrimination displayed iu the se- 
lection of articles for the first customs tariff. 
This little inovation, so unostentatiously announ-. 
ced, is the small end of the wedge, and not so 
very small either, which is to revolutionize the 
whole fiseal fabric of the island.
